Residents in Midwest, 
Southeast have 
long road ahead after 
deadly twisters

LONDON, Ky. Calmer weather gave dazed residents of 
storm-wracked towns in the Midwest and Southeast 
a temporary respite Sunday as they dug out from a 
chain of tornadoes that killed at least 38 people since 
Friday 

But forecasters said more headaches were ahead for 
the hardest hit areas of Indiana and Kentucky on Sun- 
day night, when up to 3 inches of rain and snow were 
expected to add to the burden for hundreds of resi- 
dents whose homes were destroyed. 

“It’s very light right now, but the coverage and inten- 
sity of the precipitation is expected to increase ... into 
the evening,” said Kurt Van Speybroeck of the Nation- 
al Weather Service. 

At least 30 fast-moving tornadoes spawned by 
massive thunderstorms cut a swath of destruction in 
nine states from the Midwest to the Gulf of Mexico 
on Friday, tearing through blocks of homes, damag- 
ing schools and a prison, and tossing buses and trucks 
around like toys. 

On Sunday Indiana officials revised the state’s list of 
fatalities to 12 from 14, saying two deaths weren’t at- 
tributable to the storms. Twenty deaths were reported 
in Kentucky, three in Ohio and one in Alabama, offi- 
cials said. Georgia also reported a storm-related death. 

In London, Ky , an affluent community near the Ten- 
nessee border, churchgoers were eager Sunday to get 
back to some degree of normal life. In Laurel County, 
where the town is located, five deaths from the storms 
were reported. 

Willa Reynolds greeted dozens of attendees at the 
front entrance of Grace Fellowship Church, many wip- 
ing snowflakes from their clothes as they walked in. 

“It’s good to see you,” Reynolds said to one person. 
“It’s good to see every single person who walks through 
the door after the week we had.” 

Friday’s storms came on top of severe weather ear- 
lier in the week in the Midwest and brought the over- 
all death toll from the unseasonably early storms to at 
least 50 people. 

Cleanup crews worked to move downed power lines 
and clear debris, and residents began putting tarps 
over torn apart homes to prevent further damage. The 
more fortunate brought donations including diapers, 
blankets and food to area churches.

Orphaned toddler found in field dies

NEW PEKIN, Ind. A toddler who was found 
alive in a field in tornado-ravaged southeast- 
ern Indiana after her parents and two siblings 
were killed when a twister struck their mobile 
home died Sunday of her injuries, Indiana 
state police said. 

Angel Babcock, who was reported to be 14 


months old, had been in critical condition in 
a Kentucky hospital since Friday, when she 
was found near her family’s destroyed mobile 
home in New Pekin, Ind. 

Sgt. Jerry Gooden of the Indiana State Po- 
lice said he was notified Sunday afternoon 
by the county coroner in Louisville that An- 
gel had died, bringing Indiana’s death toll to 


13 from Friday’s tornadoes that have killed 
39 people across the Midwest and Southeast. 

Officials originally had reported that Angel 
had been found 10 miles away from her home, 
but a spokeswoman for the St. Vincent Salem 
Hospital where she was initially taken later 
said she was found close to her home. 

On Sunday extended family members kept 


a vigil at the girls’ bedside at Kosair Children’s 
Hospital in Louisville, where Angel had been 
in critical condition since she was airlifted 
there Friday evening. 

Angel’s family were the only people killed 
in Washington County, one of the hardest hit 
areas, Indiana officials said. 

The Louisville paper identified them as 
her parents Joseph Babcock, 21, and Moriah 
Brough, 20; and her siblings, Jaydon Babcock, 
also a toddler, and Kendall Babcock, 2 months.

Diagnosing the 
food problems

Michelle McDonald isn’t on “The Biggest 
Loser.” 

She doesn’t want or need to lose that 
much weight, but even if she did, the 
27-year-old from Logan Square wouldn’t 
have the 24-hour-a-day help in the form of 
trainers, dietitians and doctors to make eat- 
ing healthier and working out easy Instead, 
she has to motivate herself, plan her work- 
outs and buy what she would need on her 
own. 

“I have always battled my weight since 
I was little,” said McDonald, a nanny who 
takes care of kids from 7 a.m.-6 p.m. Mon- 
day through Friday “In high school I had 
thinned out ... {but} slowly that crept back 
up on me.” 

^ars ago, McDonald might have picked 
up a diet book with a regimented eating 
plan or been put on a strict exercise sched- 
ule by a doctor. But now, experts such as Dr. 
Robert Kushner at Northwestern Memori- 
al Hospital are trying to develop a new way 
of tackling the problem. 

Kushner, medical director for the Center 
for Lifestyle Medicine, has developed an 
80 -question survey to identify the types of 
problems dieters get themselves into. The 
result of his 10 years of research is a list of 
six personalities — from the “couch champi- 
on” to the “self-cri tic”— that he hopes will 
easily identify and help people who want to 
get their health in order. 

“It’s the opposite of a one-size-fits-all ap- 
proach that a diet book has,” he said. “The 
idea would be you would get very specific 
strategies.” 

Someone like Kenya Hicks, a 35-year-old 
living on the South Side, might be consid- 
ered a “fast-pacer,” a person with so many 
demands that exercise and healthy eating 
are difficult. Hicks, who works in the sub- 
urbs, commutes about four hours a day on 
average in addition to being a single mom 
and taking care of her niece. 

“It’s just really hard to find the time,” 
she said. “Usually I’m so tired, I just want 
to rest.” 

Strategies that would help Hicks might 
not be as useful for someone like Erin John- 
son, 32, of Logan Square, who works in the 



financial services industry Johnson has a 
workout facility in her high-rise and doesn’t 
have the same commuting problems. 

“The biggest struggle for me is not be- 
ing prepared,” said Johnson, who has man- 
aged to lose about 18 pounds by addressing 
those challenges. She carries some kind of 
healthy food with her. “I always have some- 
thing that I can snack on so I don’t binge on 
whatever is closest.” 

Kushner might call Johnson an “acciden- 
tal diner,” someone who grabs food on the 
go and doesn’t tend to spend a lot of time 
with meal planning. 

In the most recent issue of the Journal of 
Sport and Exercise Psychology research- 
ers found that there are differences week 
to week and day to day in what people do 
to stay healthy Short-term motivation may 
evolve into long-term apathy or change de- 
pending on a variety of factors. 

So it’s important, experts such as Kush- 
ner say to make sure people know what 
motivates them and what weight-loss strat- 
egies work for their lives. 

Jessy Newman, a 26 -year-old Lakeview 
resident , is a food blogger who’s trying to 
eat healthier while maintaining her love of 
food and fine dining. 

“When I crave something or I want 
something, I have to have it. I have to bal- 
ance letting myself have it when I want it,” 
she said. “If you’re constantly trying to de- 
prive yourself, you’re going to cave and eat 
everything in sight.”

CPD readying for G-8, NATO protests

Even if everything goes according to plan, the first day of the 
G-8 summit will be a very trying Saturday in May for the Chi- 
cago Police Department, 

At least two major demonstrations are planned for down- 
town and organizers of both want to send crowds of marchers 
down Michigan Avenue in the middle of the day And those are 
just the ones police know about because demonstration lead- 
ers sought city permits. 

Police officials have estimated that 2^000 to io,ooo demon- 
strators may show up in search of a global spotlight during the 
three days of the overlapping Group of Eight and North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization meetings, but some experts believe 
the crowds could swell to multiples of that range. 

Whatever the numbers May 19-21, police have to be ready 
to handle it without missing a beat on their usual priorities. 

While the department has remained secretive about its 
plans, police officials said training for the summits has been 
far more extensive than for the last such event in town. 

In 2002, to prepare for the Trans-Atlantic Business Dia- 
logue summit, which drew protests against globalization, the 
department’s tactical and other specialized officers trained for 
just eight hours, said Brian Murphy, chief of the Bureau of Or- 
ganizational Development. 

For G-8 and NATO, the same group of specialized officers 
is going through five days of training designed “specifically for 
those front and center” officers, Murphy said. 

In recent months, the department sent officers to a De- 
partment of Homeland Security facility in Alabama to be 


trained as instructors so they could come back to Chicago 
and teach thousands of officers a three-day crowd-control 
program. T'he department has added another two days of 
training. 

The Police Department refused to provide numbers, but 
police sources familiar with the planning said the department 
has so far sent about 8,400 of its roughly 12,000 sworn officers 
through some form of crowd-control training. 

To date, about 2,400 officers dra%vn mostly from tactical 
and gang units have completed the training designed to pre- 
pare them for the front lines of crowd control. Those officers 
likely would be outfitted in the black body armor that police 
call “turtle suits.” 


Another 6,000 officers have taken a less intensive program 
of up to two days to make them ready to be responders work- 
ing dovmtown during the summits, dressed in more tradition- 
al uniforms, sources said.

Romney gains steam 
ahead of Super T uesday 


D WASHINGTON Mitt Romney closed in on Rick Santo- 
rum in Ohio and picked up a crucial endorsement in 
Virginia on Sunday as he grows in strength ahead of Super 
Tuesday the biggest day yet in the race for the 2012 Repub- 
lican presidential nomination. 

A Reuters/Ipsos poll found Romney a former Massachu- 
setts governor, is tied with Santorum at 32 percent support 
from likely voters in the Ohio Republican primary the most 
important of the 10 state nominating contests Tuesday 
Santorum, a former Pennsylvania senator who is a social 
conservative with a strong blue-collar message, had been 
leading in polls in the economically hard-hit Midwestern 
state by double digits in recent weeks. 

Santorum needs an Ohio win to prove he remains a 
threat to Romney after losing Michigan and Arizona to him 
last week. 

But Romney’s five straight victories in Maine, Michigan, 
Arizona, Wyoming and Washington state have given him 
a burst of momentum despite some serious reservations 
about him from conservatives who have flirted with a vari- 
ety of alternatives. 

Romney aide Eric Fehrnstrom was cautious about Rom- 
ney’s prospects in Ohio, saying the campaign was more con-

Adding to his momentum in the race to become the chal- 
lenger to President Obama in the Nov 6 election, Romney 
picked up the endorsement of Eric Cantor, the conservative 
No. 2 Republican in the House of Representatives.

In the meantime, if you 
wish to review Season i 
or see it for the first time, 
there’s no better way than 
with “T'he Complete First 
Season” DVD (S59.99) or 
Blu-ray (S79.98) sets, both out Tuesday. 

If you’re about to say “I don’t get into fantasy 
stories,” zip it. will miss out. Writers-produc- 
ers David Benioff and D.B. Weiss have shaped 
this cpie series about the conflict engulfing the 
Seven Kingdoms ofWesteros into a smartly writ- 
ten examination of power pbys, family dynam- 
ics, loyalty and standing firm for your beliefs no 
matter the costs. 

TTiey never get lost in the vastness of Martin’s 
tale, however, keeping a firm focus on the individ- 
uals involved in all the intrigues. Despite having 
several major storylines and at least a half-dozen 
minor storylines, “Game” is character driven, and 
they are as complex as characters can get. 

Take Tyrion Laruiister (Emmy winner Peter
